Is Dairying Profitable? 


Editor of the American Cultivator 


| At the close of the choose making season, 
which in our country in about the first of 
November, and aftor reoelving our choese 
| atutemonts, we aro enablod to make au es 
timate of the ruc olpts from our d sires. 
The statement shows that tho ave rago price 
| of our cheoss during the last was 
10 28 conte and the average rex eipts por 
cow $30.35 
| Tho receipts and oxponses from a dairy 
of twelve cows, at the prices received dur 
iog 1887, would stand about as follows 
Receipts from factory, $393 96; from but- 
ter made in the spring, $24; calves sold, 
$26 ; butter mado in the Fall, $24: butter, 
cheese and milk used in the family, $60; 
value of manure, $50; making a total of 
receipts, $577.96, 

On the other hand, tho expenses may be 
Ogured as follows Twonty four tona of 
hay at 810 per ton, $240: pasturage, 890, 

| grain and roots, $40; carrying milk to fac 
| tory, $36; care of dairy, $120; annual ox- 
pense in replenishing dairy, $25; annual 
expenses on utensils, $10; making « total 
of expenses, 8667. 

Deducting the total expenses from thie 
total receipts, we have a net profit of a 
little over $10, or less than 81 per cow. 
In order to realize even this ena margin, 
cheese must sell at ten cents and upwards 
per pound, lu 1885 the price of cheese 
averaged only 74 cents per pound, so that 
on a dairy, as above indiosted there, would 
result a loss of $74, or between $6 and $7 
per cow. 

Still, where lands are well adapted to 
graas, although thore is apparently little or 
no profit in the figures of dairying, on the 
whole it is the best industry in which the 
| farmer can engage, as nearly every farmer 

has more or less area of land unavailable for 
| hay or grain culture, but which will afford 


nuason 


fair pasturage. Again, the dairy affords 
the best means of keeping up the fertility 
j; ofthe farm, a consideration of the first 
importance. 
| ‘The best business in which the farmer 
| can engage as 4 geoeral industry, in a 
| country adapted to grass, is to keep every 
| cow —and a good one every time— that he 
can keep woll, and persist in the industry, 
and ho will be as sure of success as in any 
other branch of agriculture.

only mildly renionstrated and did not’ howl 
Against opposition and clamor for revolu- 
tionary charges. 

In going through the resolutions one by 
one, Mr. Mowat stopped short of the one 
which was the chief object of the conspir- 
acy, that for grabbing an additional amoutit 
from the Dominion Treasury, that is, from 
the pockets of the people of Canada. 

Mr. Meredith, in a magnificent speoch, 
totally demolished Mr. Mowat's tottering 
edifice, Ho showed how completely the 
Promier had misunderstood our Gonstitu- 
tion, and he proved point after point, chielly 
on the authority of Mr, Mowat’s own party 
chiefs 

Mr. Meredith ina vory telling manner, 
showed that whatever thoy said now it was 
evident from their whole conduct that the 
Grit Ministers wore actuated by mere par- 
tisan motives, In scathing terms he de- 
nounced their conduct in entering into a 
compact with the gentlemen from Nova 
Scotia that they should reserve a 
right to sevede, and condemned them for 
placing their agreement with treason in the 
official minutes of their proceedings. 

What their associates were planving was 

outhoritatevly shown, as Mr, Meredith 
read tho traitorous words signed by Mr. 
Longley, with whom Mr. Mowat has been 
couspiring to upset our Oonstitution. Well 
might he compare such disloyal pigmies 
with the giants of Confederation—with even 
Liberal leaders who put aside any partizan- 
ship to further the interests of their coun- 
try. 
Where Mr. Mowat had made unfounded 
assertions Mr. Meredith gave evidence of 
the inteotion of the framors of Confedera- 
tion, Conservatives aud Liberals, advocates 
and opponents of Confederation, English- 
speaking and French speaking members,one 
after another he quoted to show how thay 
all understood the power of disallowance, 
the strongest advocacy of the voto cominy 
from Liberal leaders. 

The hypocrisy of Mr. Mowat was shown, 
amid choers, as Mr. Meredith reminded the 
House of the Premier voting for a measure 
and then advisiug the Lieutenant-Governor 
to invite the interference of the Dominion, 
having yielded to outside influence to inter- 
fere thus with legislation within provincial 
jurisdiction, 

It was an eloquent appeal that Mr. Mere- 
dith made.in favor of the wuity of our coun- 
try, condemning the ceas less attempts at 
disintegration by setting province against 
province, continually practice by the Lib- 
erals, 

Mr. Meredith struck a chord in the heart 
of every loyal Canadian when he refused to 
go back to the British throne and say that 
Canada had found itself unfit to exercise 
the power conferred upon ity and begged 
to have 1t taken from her and ro invested 
in Downing Street. 

A very ill mannered habit that Mr. Fras- 
er has of interupting speakers just in the 
middle of an argumeut did not bring him 
much good. In reply to an interjection 
that his friends had been in power tor five 
years came like.a flash from Mr. Meredith 
the retort that the people gat rid of them 
the first chance they had, 

Mr, Meredith avowed his belicf that 
there should be a change in the constitution 
of the Senate, but he showed the utter ab- 
surdity of the half and half plan of the 
Ministry, which retained all the expense 
and defects without any improvement. 

The bargain by which Mr. Mercier was 
to get the hard cash be wanted, and Mr. 
Mowat the honor to tickle his vanity, was 
very amusingly described, almost all laugh- 
ing except the blushing Preinier. 

In a clear manner Mr. Meredith showed 
that the statements of the resolutions as to 
finances were not only untrue but wilfully 
intended to mislead, the taxation being ex- 
aggerated by counting in the receipts for 
postage stamps and railway tickets. On the 
figures of Liberal leaders he showed how 
unfair the new scheme of subsidies was to 
$ ie Province of Outario. 

Very eloyuent was tho peroration in 
which Mr. Meredith described this coun- 
try, its progress and its prospects, calling 
upon its legislators, instead of tinkering 
with its constitution, to devote all their 
energies to building itup and developing 
its great resourcoa, 

Mr. G. W. loss followed. The only 
brauch of the subject which Mr. loss 
really attempted to argue was as to disal- 
lowance, and the authorities ho read com- 
pletely upset his own contentions on this 
subject, Wag his reason for leaving the 
House of Commons for the Legislative As- 
aombly that he could not persuade Mr.

Mr. H. E. Clarke made a very etlective

He condemned the boy- 
cotting principal moat earnetly, and declar- 
ed that these methods, which by artificially 
exalting prices destroyed. the efficacy of the 
N, P., must be put down. Mr. Elgar 
promptly attributed combines to protéc- 
tion, though oddly enough he followed 
this stateinent with a declaration that com- 
bines flourish where no tariff protection is 
given. The introduction of the tariff issue 
was slightly unfortunate to Mr. Edgar and 
to Mr. Lister, who also took part in the 
debate. Mr, Edgar was met by the famous 
Malvern speech, and Mr. Lister’s attacks 
upon the tariff were followed with some 
Spt quotations by Mr Wallace, froma 
speech of his lagt session, It appears that 
Mr. Mitchell moved last year fora reduc- 
tion of duties on obal oil, one of the pro- 
ducts of Lambton, a division of which Mr. 
L’ster represents, and that Mr. Lister op- 
posed the reduction, on the ground that 
the Canadian oil producers shall be pro- 
tacted so long asother manufacturers re- 
ceived tariff consideration. On the Bug: 
gestion of Mr, Edgar, it wasclearly eet out 
in the resolution that manufacturing com- 
bines are to be inquired into. The com- 


mittee having been appointed, it may be 


said that the powers.of investigation it 
posesses are very searching, It may re- 
report a recommendation ora bill,

Tne Sugar Maple and tte Producie 


(Vermont Correspondence American Cultivator, 
The following ombraces some facts loarn 
od among the maples, both as to the origin 
of sap in maple trees and the direction of 
sap tlow when the tree is not in leaf and is 
at reat, afcor an Miclslon is mado and when 


ounditions are favorable for sap flow 
Sap varics in all parts of the treo, so that 
sugar cap bo made from ono and the same 


treo, varying in grade, color, taste and arv- 

ma. Thene various grades can bo made at 

the samo timo, 4 ' 

Maple and butternut raps stratify. 

Tho colder wo -keop the sap the whiter 
the produet. 

Sup caught in low temporaturo is sweeter 
than that which is caught in high tempera: 
ture. 

In any given run of sap, that which is 
firat caught is the sweotest, 

Sap will run the most freely in a bright, 
clear, sunny day, When the atmosphere is 
the most deuse, containing the most oxygen 
in a given space, and when the air ia pos- 
tively oeleotriliod, 

The darker the day, the poorer the eap 
and the less wo get, 

The sap sess on for the maple is six months 
while the tree is not in leaf—in fact, while 
the tree is rea'ing 

Sap flow is not 4 vital action but a me- 
chanical one, 

The sugar-svason of the maple is at the 
most two months, 

Sap in the maple is microscopic, and not 
hydrostatic, 

Sap is the poorest at the extremes of the 
Sap season, SIX months, at the commence- 
ment of the flow, and at its close, in late 
Spring. 

In a good sap season the tree isin press- 
ure during the day, and in suction through 
the night, 

Some parts of a tree may be in pressure, 
while other parts of the same tree may be 
in suction, 

As a rule, in a good sap season, pressure 
ceases high up, and follows down with suc- 
tion following it. 

‘Lhe zero condition of a tree is scarcely 
noticed -in a first-clasa sep season, but in a 
poor season it largely takes the place of 
suction, 

Maple trees in amount and quality of sap 

differ, the same as cows, for instance, in 

(quantity and quality of milk, 

Trees standing in or near cold springs 
yi ld a sap containing six and seven per 
cent. of sugar, or double that of ordinary 
trees. 

Trees standing on low, rich and moist 
land run much sap, but it is poor in 
quality, 

Trees standing omrocky and ledgy hill- 
sides will make a nicer sugar than those 
otherwise situated, 

Trees standing on our highest land make 
the whitest sugar, 

Taking our stand some 10 to 16 feet 
from the ground, then as we rise from this 

| point sap increases in sweetness and less- 
ens in quantity. 

In some trees (suitable for tapping) at 

| the height of 30 feet, not one drop of sap 
can bé obtained through the whole season, 

| Fromone tree at the height of 30 feet 
there has been obtained one quart of sap 
during the whole Spring, and from another 
and larger tree in another Spring 11 quarts, 

These saps contain from 10 to 16 per cent, 
of sugar. : 

Sap so varies in rising in atree that it 
can be distinguished, every 10 feet, by the 
senses, without resorting to instruments or 
chemical tests. 

The richest sap is on the surface of the 
| tree in the outer alburnam wood. 


The poorest sap, at any givea height, is 
near the centre of the tree.~ A hole bored 
six inches into a tree two foet in diameter, 
aud so arranged that each two inches shall 

| discharge its sap into three tubes, will dis 

| charge three grades of sap so distinct that 
boiled down to sugar tho result will be three 
grades of sugar very distinct from each 

| other. 1t will be found that the sugar made 
from the first two inches will be double of 
that made from the last two inches, al- 
though equal quantities, by bulk, of sap 
were used. 

The workshop of the maple, where the 
saccharine principle of the tree is formed,is 
in the last year’s growth of the tree, com-~- 
prising the outer ring and the inner bark. 
It is not taken from the ground through 
the roots, neither is it manufactured in the

Farm Mattorr, 

Kreoing oN THe Grouxp.—Tho mont 
wastoful method of feeding foddor is to 
throw it on tho bare ground and let cattle 
aud othor animals pick itup. The y trosd 
some in the dirt, soil a good deal more, 
und rarely eat more than half of what is 
ostable. In extromo cold weathor more 
Will be eaton, but thore is then increase 
waste by exposure of the animals to cold 
and storms 

Land OnxackLincs ron Fowrs,—Alter 
trying out lard the residue, called ** crack- 
lings,’ is an excellont Winter feed for 
poultry. A vory few should be given daily 
aso part of the ration. They are too rich 
and fattening to be given in large quan- 
tity. Somehow tho fat in these koops the 
hens warm better than grain, This feed 
makos their oambs red, and will provoke 
their cheerful parting on tho coldest day, 
This is far botter than suving refuso lard 
for soap grease. It dows not take many 
eggs in Winter to buy a good deal of SOAp 

Work You Povvray in Winten.—Fowls 
cannot be healthful in Wintet and of course 
cannot lay, if thoy stand moping threo 
fourtha of the time, It is as bad for them 
physically as it is formen and women to do 
this. Give poultry something to do by scat- 
tering grain among straw for them to work 
among and scratch over, This is always 
the best way to feed fowls, as it obliges 
them to eat more slowly, and to take the 
amount of exercise they need. (Then if the 
coal ashes are kept dry on the henhouse 
floor for the fowls to roll themselves in, 
they soon clear thomeclves of vermin and 
need no help in doing it. 

More Oatmeat For Foop, —Oate are 
good for something besides feeding to 
horses, oatmeal being, in fact, the best food 
for growing children or for brain-working 
adults that can be bad. Oats are natural 
ly rich in nitrogen aud phosphates. To 
the Englishman who sneered at the Scotch 
for eating the foodthat in England was 
given to horses, the Scot aptly replied: 
‘* Where in the whole world, man, will you 
find such horses and such men as are grown 
in these respective countries on this nutri- 
tious diet?” City people in this country 
uso a great deal of oatmeal. It might on 
many farmers’ tables replace c rimeal, 
which is a much less perfect ration except 
fr fat forming. 

Foor Root 1n Sueer.- Sheep love dry 
land. In pastures they will alwaye,in Suc - 
mer, sleep on elevated knolls, rather than 
in hollows. If the pasture is wet their fect 
become diseased. What is called foot 
root often develops in winterif the sheep 
are kept in wet, muddy barnyards or in 
filthy pens. The true foot root is very con- 
tageous, but itis easily cured. Pare off the 
diseased hoof down to that which is heal- 
thy, and apply blue vitriol or sulphate of 
copper. This destroys the diseased tissues 
that may have escaped the knife. The 
blue vitriol is best used mixed with equal 
parts of lard. Watch the sheep’s feet in 
winter, for if one has a diseased hoof it 
quickly spreads through the entire Hock. 

Buryino Stoxes.—The practice of bury- 
ing stones to get them out of the way is a 
good one, provided that they are putdown 
deeply enough. This is not the season for 
burying stone, but it is just the time when 
the farmer can learn how deeply they 
ought to be put down. It is frost that 
gradually brings stones to the surface, os- 
pecia lly those covered with newly stirred 
earth. Frost penetrates deeper in such 
places. A stone lyingseven or eight inches 
deep, just below the reach of the plough, 
will rise an inch a year until it is thrown 
upon the surface if buried at that depth, 
though in its original position it might 
have remained for ten years without appar- 
ent change.—Amorican Cultivator.

When told to put this money in hands 
where it could be used for the benetit of 
creditors he refused, He had also refused 
to give creditors’an assignment. He asked 
that the gravity of the offence be con- 
sidered in naming bail. He was 
respovsible for what he stated and could 
produce witnesses to prove tho facts. 

L. Shultz, sr., was admitted to his own 
cognizance for $2,000 and the two sons 
$1,000 each and sureties of $600 each. 
Ald, Lott and P. Fitzpatrick gave sure- 
ties.

From columns in the Ottawa Citizen, 
Free Press and Journal, we condense the 
following in reference to Keys, Messrs. 
Hunter and Crossloy’s farewell meeting in 
Ottawa, e 

The great revival meetings are oyer and 
the Evangelists are gone, but have left be- 
hind them foot-prints on the religious sands 
of Ottawa, which years of storm will not 
obliterate, and have brought about a unity 
of Christian effort inthe Protestantchurcher, 
which will sweep before it sectional bigotry 
and uncharitablenoss like the chaff before 
the wind. ‘The first fruits of this have al- 
ready been shown in the union services 
held yesterday and tho day before, 

There had been a yague hope floating 
among the Dominion’ Church attendants 
that Messrs, Hunter and Crossley would be 
induced to further prolong their stay, but 
when the Evangelists came on to the plat- 
form they soon put that notion to flight, 
and from the opening, the meeting was 
essentially of a farewell nature. Within 
the four walls there could not have been 
less than 3,000 souls, and, outside many 
hundreds more. When the building was 
as full-as safety would permit the doors 
were locked aud “the service proceeded. 
The audieies was thoroughly representa- 
tive, including the Premier and Lady Mac- 
donald, Senator Sanford and Mr. Brown, 
M. P., of Hamilton, both of whom camo 
with Sir John, many other members, a 
groat many leading merchants, professional 
men, and in » word all classes of citizens. 

At the close, he asked all those who would 
pledge themselves by God's grace to mest 
him in heaven, to stand up, and the whole 
congregation without an exception rose to 
their feet in response. ‘This brought tho 
; meeting to a close. The good-byes were 

earnest and affecting, and nono shook hands

The Dominion Ustimates, 
GRANTS FOR BELLEVILLE HARBOR AND TRENT- 
ON AND NAPANEE PUBLIC BUILDINGS, 

Orrawa, March 1.—The Finance Minis- 
tor estimates the expenditure for 1888 at 
$35,421,440, as against $35,969,951 for last 
year. There is an increase of $203,000 on 
account of the public debt, $82,000 on civil 
government, $14,000 on administration of 
justice, $21,000 on pensions and superan- 
nuation, $78,000 on militia, $19,000 on sub- 
sidies to Provinces, $55,000 on miscollane- 
ous account, $16,000 on collection of Cus- 
toms, $11,000 or Excise, $291,000 for 
minor revenues, and $20,000 on public 


works, ‘The total decrease, however, 
as compared with the previous year, 
is $548,000. The item for public 


debt is $14,959,767. That for immigration 
229,000 to $116,000. 
The item of $25,000 in last year’s estimates 
for the Esheries protection tleet is struck 
out. Generally there is but little change 
in the figures as compared with those 
brought down a year ago, The estimates, 
however, concain no appropriation for mail 
subsidies and steamship subventions. The 
Government have this whole subject under 
their consideration and have not yet deter- 
mihed what course they will take. There 
is $7,000 for the Trenton public building, 
$7,000 for tho Napanee postcftice, and 


| $2,000 for Belleville harbor.

The framers of the 
bill, it is understood, believe that in the 


event of the 


bill becoming a law, wool 
mauufacturors will be placed upon a basis 
of prosperity which they have never enjoy- 
od under tho present tariff. It is claimed 
that the bill, if passed as drawn, will give 
to the manufacturer of worsted and wool- 
len goods at least 20 per cont, ad valorem 
more protection on their products than 
they now have. lt will also practically 
open up the markets of the world to them, 
The sugar schedule is reduced twenty two 
in all a gross reduction of 
twelve millions. Lhe aggregate reduction 
on imports will aggregate from fifty to 
fifty. five millions; Tho 
on internal revenue will amount 
to from $20,000,000 to 830,000,000. ‘This 
will be principally upon tobacco, and the 
iconses and taxes on distillers. It is very 
improbable that any reduction is made on 
whiskey, beer, or spirits distilled from fruit. 


It may be said in a general way, that the

reduction 


average gross reduction on all articles, in- 
cluding tho free list, will be about fifty per 
The rumor that fish is to be placed 
on the free list is untrue. The proposition 
was never seriously considered. It was 
believed that the free list coptained jute, 
hemp, flax, lumber, salt and building stone, 
ut this appears not to be the caso, 
Latex,—The tariff bill will reduce the 
tariff about $55,000,000, according to the 
estimates of the sub committee, No inter- 
nal revenue changes are proposed bytho bill.

ONE OF THE NOTABLE INCIDENTS OF WATER- 
' Loo. 


Many deeds cf reckless daring are re- 
corded, but here is one chronicled by no 
less a man than the great Duke of Wel). 
ington. He was once asked who, in his 
opinion, was the bravest man at Waterloo, 

**T oan’t tell you that,” he said; ‘*but 
I can tell you of one than whom I am sure 
there was no braver. He was only a 
private in the Artillery, but, had he 
survived the day, he would have 
been an cflicer, A farmhouce, with 
an orchard surrounded by a thick hedge, 
formed «a most important point in the 
British position, and was ordered to be 
held against the enemy at any hazard or 
sacritce. ‘he hottest of the battle raged 
around this point, but the Euglish be- 
haved well, and beat back the French, 
though tliey uttacked the place again with 
great fury. At last the powder and ball 
were found to bo running short; at tho 
same time the timber in the hedges took 
fire, and the orchard was sogn surrounded 
by a ring of fame. A messenger had how- 
ever been sent to the rear for more powdes

The 
driver of the first waggon, with the reckless 
daring of an English boy, spurred his 
struggling and terrified horses ahrough 
the burning heap; but the flames rolled 
fiercely round, and caught tho powder, 
which exploded in an instant, sending 
waggon, horses and rider in fragments into 
theair.

ful people have been found among her de- 
scendants, and how many asylunis and col- 
leges and churches they built, and how many 
millions of dollars they contributed for bu- 
manitarian and Christian purposes? 

The good women whose tombstones were 
planted in the Eighteenth century are more 
alive for good in the Nineteenth century than 
they were before, as the good women of this 
Nineteenth century will be more alive for 
good in the Twentieth century than now. 
Mark you, Ihave no idea that the grand- 
motbers were any better than their grand- 
daughters, You cannot get very old people 
to talk much about how things were when 
they were boys and girls. They have a reti- 
cence and a non-committalism which makes 
me thik they feel théméelves to be the cus: 
todiaus of the reputation of their early com- 
rades. While our dear old folks are rehears- 
ing the follies of the present, if you put them 
on the witness stand and cross examino them 
as to low things were seventy years ago tho 
silence becomes oppressive. 

A celebrated Frenchman by the name of 
Volnoy visited this country in 1796, and ho 
says of woman's diet in those times: “If a 
premium was offered for a regimen most de- 
structive to health, none could be devised 
more efiicacious for these ends’ than thatin 
usa among these people.” That éclipses our 
lobster salad at midnight. Everybody talka 
about thé dissipation’ of modern Society and 
how womanly bealth goes down under it, 
but it was worse a huudred years ago, for 
the chaplain of a Freuch regiment in our re 
yolut.,ouary war wrote in 1752, in his book of 
American women, saylyg: “They are tall 
and well proportioned, their features are 
generally regular, their complexions are 
generally foir and without color. At 20 
yoars of age the women have no longer the 
fresbnéés of youth, At 80 or 40 they are de- 
crepit.” In 1812 a foreign consul wrote a 
book entitled ‘‘A Sketch of the United States 
at the Commencement of the Present Cen- 
tury,” and he says of the women of those 
times: “At the age of 30 all their charms 
havo disappeared.” One glance at the por- 
traite of the women a hundred years ago and 
their style of dress makes us wonder how 
they ever got their breath All this makes 
mo think that the expresj rail train is no 
more an improvement on the old canal boat, 
or the telegraph no more an improvement on 
the old time saddle bags, than the women of 
our day are an improvement on tho women 
of the last century 

But still, notwithstanding that those times 
Weré 50 much worse than ours, there wasa 
glorious race of godly women, seventy anda 
bundred year who held the world back

You 
have been thinking about the importance of 
having the right influence upon one nursery. 
You have been thinking of the importance of 
getting those two little feet on tho right path. 
You have been thinking of your child's des- 
tiny for the next eighty years, if it should 
pass on to be ali octogenarian. That 
is well; but my subjeet sweeps 4 thousand 
years, a million years, a quadrillion of 
years. I cannot stop at one cradle, I am 
looking atthe cradles that reach all round 
the world and across all time. I am not 
talking of Mother Eunice; Tam talking of 
Grandmother Lois. The only way ya@& can 
tell the foree of a current is by sailing up 
stream; or the forco of au ocean waye,/by 
running the ship against it. Running along 
with if we cannot appreciato the force, In 
estimating maternal influence we generally 
run along with it down the stream of time, 
and so we don’t understand the full force. 
Let us comé up to it from the eternity side, 
after it has been working on for centuries, 
and see all the good it las done and all the 
evilit has accomplished multiplied in mag- 
nificent or appalling compound interest. The 
difference between that mother’s influence 
on ber children now and theinfluence when 
it has been multiplied in hundreds of 


thousands of lives is the difference be- 
tween the Mississippi river way up at 
the top of the. continent, starting 


froin the little Lake Itasca, seven miles long 
aud one wide, and its mouth at the Gulf of 
Mexico, where navies might ride. Between 
the birth of that river and its burial in the 
sea the Missouri pours in, and the Ohio pours 
in, and the Arkansas pours in, and the Red 
and White and Yazoo rivers pour in, and all 
the states and territories between the Alle- 
gbany and Rocky mountains make contribu- 
tion. Now, in order to test the power of a 
mother's influence, we need to come in off of 
the ocean of eternity and sail up toward the 
ove cradle, and we will find 10,000 tributaries 
of influenge pouring in ond pouring down. 
But it is, after all, one great river of power 
rolling cu and rolling forever. Who cap 
fathom it? Who can bridge it?! Who can 
stop it? Had not mothers better be intensi- 
fying their prayers? Had they not better be 
elevating their example? Had they not 
better. be rousing themselves with the 
consideration that by their faithfulness or 
neglect they are starting an influence whicb 
will be stupendous after tho last mountain of 
earth is flat, and the last sea bas been dried 
up, and the last flakeof the ashes of a con- 
sumed world shall have been blown away, 
and all the telescopes.of other worlds directed 
to the track around which our werld once 
swung shall discover not so much as a cinder 
of the burned-down and swept-off planet. 
In Ceylon there is a granite column of thirty- 
six square feet in size, which is thought by 
tho natives to decide the world’s continuance, 
An angel with robe spun from zepbyrs is 
once a century to descend and sweep the bom 
of that robe across the granite, and when by 
that attrition the column is worn away they 
fay time will end.

He has been with me but a 
short time, and ill have I improved {t; he is gone 
from my sight, and my heart bursts with tumult- 
vous grief, Lord bave mercy on the widow's son, 
“the only son of his mother." 

Task nothing in all this world for him; I repeat 
my petition, save his soul alive, give him salvation 
from alp, It is not the danger of the seas that 
distresses ioe; it Is not the hardships be must 
undergo; it is not the dread of never seeing him 
more in this world; it is because I cannot discern 
the fulfillment of the promise in him.

**The value placed upon the effects is a 
nominal one, for as the goods enter the 
States free it is not necessary 40 secure a 
precise valuation. It is estimated that 
each certificate represents a family of four 

ersons, and that,inoluding cash and house- 

old effects, each family carries with it 
money and money’s worth to the amoynt 
of $5,000. The poorer families usually sell 
their household goods and cross the line as 
“grip sack” emigrants.’” ‘ 

So, then, instead of 600 farmers and their 
families passing through the hands of the 
United States consul, this officer simply 
granted 577 ‘‘certificates.” Instead of 
$1,750,000 worth of property and cash, 
‘the nominal value of effects’ was only 
$155,293. The ‘‘farmers,” tho, ‘‘families” 
and the $1,750,000 worth of property 
were simply invented for the occasion by 
the Mail! / 

Mr. Kerr has called upon the Mail and 
the consul to publish the names of these 
alleged farmers, all from the consular dis- 
trict of Toronto,and from within the area de- 
scribed in the Mail initsoriginalarticle, This 
is proposed that the citizens of Toronto and 
the farmers of York may be enabled to re- 
cognize those six hundred farmers who 
were said to have cojd their farms, pocketed 
the proceeds and gone to g dearer country 
to live. In the limited distriyt from 
which these parties are said to have emi- 
grated, six hundred farms (or one hundred 
farms) do not change hands in a year with- 
out exiciting comments, and as the farm- 
ers in York are nearly allin good circum- 
stances, public curiosity has been sroused 
on the subject of this alleged extraordinary 
emigration, and the names of the emigrat- 
ing farmers are now demanded. 

Neither the Mail nor the consul has made 
any reply to the call for names, but it is 
atill hoped that one or the other—the mak 
er orthe thrower of the balls—will yet 
respond. We invite their attention once 
more to Mr. Kerr's request, which is a 
reasonable one,and asit is backed up by pub- 
lio sentiment there should be no further 
delay in submitting the names of the par- 
ties taking out ‘‘cortificates” from the con- 
sulate during 1887. What mavy believe 
to bea gross slander has been published in 
the Mailand the sooner the matter is cleared 
up the better. The courage of the Muil, a 
journal that has been audacity itself in the 
invention of reckless acousations, calculat- 
ed to wound the pride and injure the 
credit of the Canadian people, ought to bo 
equal to taking up the gauntlet which Mr.

On imported tobacco in leaf manu- 
factured and not stemmed, wo havo fixed 
the duty at thirty-five cents per pound, 
Sumatra is included, When the duty on 
Sumatra was $l por pound, a good deal 
of it was smuggled and the revenue was 
thereby lost tothe Government, On some 
of the artigles on which we have reduced 
the duty, the revenue will be increased, while 
on others it will be reduced. Fish we have 
not touched, That question has always 
caused trouble between this country and 
Canada, and involved disputes that we don't 
care to encourage. We have purposely left 
the internal revenue question outside, and 
will bring 1n a separate measure for that, 
We intend to have a bill on that subject ; it 
may be apponded in the House to the gen- 
eral bill, but that Lam unable to say just 
now. ‘The Customs duties will be reduced 
about $55,000,000, and in such a way that 
the manufacturing industries of the coun- 
try will have no cause for needless alarm. 
The bill reduces the revenue by the closest 
estimate which can now be made by about 
$53,000,000, of which $22,250,000 come 
from extension of the free list, $12,000,000 
from woollens, $11,000,000 from sugar, 
$15,000,000 from earthen and glass ware, 
nearly $2,000,000 trom metals, $500,000 
from chemicals, $5,000,000 from provisions, 
$250,000 from cottons, nearly $2,000,000

Western Farm Mortgages 


The Grits have said a great deal us to the 
making of mortgages in this country, Ifa 
farmer hires a little money to put into 1m- 
provements rather than poke along in the 
old way, they say he is guing into ‘‘debt,” 
and necessarily falling behind. It does not 
follow ot all, however. A man may be 
under obligations of this kind, and yet in 
a highly progressive atate. It all depends 
upon the use which he makes of the money 
borrowed. If it is invested rightly, he is 
not “in debt” in the sense conveyed by the 
Grit argument, He hasits equiyalent in 
one form or another more or less available, 
He sees, for instance, a fine crop maturing, 
and no adequate means of gathering it. 
What if he should borrow $260 in order to 
buy machinery for this purpepesr RovIA 
that be a false atep/ r suppose 
that his barns were in decay, and uniit 
to house such a crop after it was harvest- 
ed, would it not be a good investment to 
build new ones, even if the money had to 
be borrowed? Urif the land is worn out 
from over cropping, to replenish it by 
systematic manuring, although the money 
to do it with was only to be got in that 
way? Many cases might be suggested in 
which capital so obtained at 4 low rate of 
interest would bea highly profitable ser- 
vant ; and if it could not be had by borrow- 
ing the farmer would be sadly handicapped. 
But if it be admitted that mortgaging isa 
bad thing for the farmers of Oauada, it 
must be conceded that it is also bad for 
those living elsewhere. In the States the 
farmers borrow largely. We learn from 
the Larmer’s Review, of Chicago, a paper 
that has taken much pains to gather infor- 
mation on the subject, that thore is a very 
liberal percentage of the farms of the Weat 
under mortgage ut the present time. Sum 
marized by States, the following figures are 
given :— 

Ohio.—Forty-five counties report an 
average of 23 per cent, of farms under 
mortgayes, 

Indiana,—Thirty-seven counties report 
26 per cent, of farms mortgaged, 

Illinois, Seventy five counties report 27 
per cent, of farms mortgaged, 

lowa,—Sixty nine counties report an av- 
erage of 44 per cent. of farms mortgaged. 

Nebraska.—Thirty counties report an 
average of b1 percent. ot farms mortgaged. 

Wisconsin. —Twenty- five counties report 
32 per cent. mortgaged. 

Michigan.—Twenty-six counties reportan 
average of 60 percent, of farms mortgaged. 

Kentucky.—E'ghteen counties report an 
average of 28 per cent, of farms mortgaged, 

Dakota.—Twenty seven counties report 
50 per cont. of farms mortgaged. 

It is probable that the percontage of mort- 
gages in Ontario is much under that of either 
fowa, Michigan or Dakota, and moro in 
parallel with that of Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio, which are highly prosperous and pro- 
gressive States.—London Free Pvess,

“Winter Storage" for Children, 
Charles D. Kellogg, the secretary of tho 
Charity Organization society, was speaking 
the other day ubout certain peculiar phasca 
of charity work among the poor of this city, 
“There are many families in New York,” he 
said, ‘who put away their children in winter 
because they cannot care for them at home— 


; Store them, you might say, as a richer person 


stores bis furniture or his clothing.” 

Tho children, Mr. Kellogg said, are put into 
institutions where they are fed, clothed and 
kept warm. In spring they aro taken out 
and are allowed to run the streets until the 
approach of winter, when they are gathered 
up and put back into the institutions again. 
Many families send their children temporarily 
to an institution ahd leave them there until 
they are’old enough to work, Then they are 
taken out and others put in, but this is some- 
what different from what might be called 
the “winter storage” of children. There are 
many public institutions which provide a 
temporary home in this way, 

During the winter nearly all of these insti- 
tutions are full to overflowing. Ina few in- 
stances the parents pay a nominal price for 
board, but in most cases the board, clothing 
and care of the children are entirely free, 
These institutions are entirely distinct from 
the day nurseries! and poor schools, which 
care for childrei Wuring the day only, These 


| latter are used principally by poor widows 


who are compelled to go out to work, but 
who cannot bring themselves to give up their 
children at first,—New York World. 


Tho Army of Smelters. 

Tons of smelts are being sent daily from 
Bath, Me., to the New York and Boston mar- 
kets, The fishermen haye erected a village 
of shanties on the ice in Back river, Arrow- 
sic. Theice serves as flooring for the shan- 
ties, which are large enough to contain two 
men and a stove, A sinall hole is cut throngh 
the ice, and the fisherman plies his yocation 
indoors. Some of the smelters who fish in 
the open air are protected from the chilling 
blasts by screens of cotton cloth stretched be- 
tiween two posts. When the weather fs cold 
they build bonfires on the jce ta keep them 
warm. Most any afternoon fram bevy enty-five 
to 200 men and boys make up the army of 
inclters, and they are a jovial set, They get 
from four to five cents a pound for what 
they catch, and they earn from $1 to 34 a 
day each during the smelting season, which 
lasts during the winter months.—Brooklyn 
Eagle.

THE iprh STATES TARIFF 


The tarift billwhich the Demoorats will 
submit to Congress, contains provisions 
that would, if adopted, largely increase 
trade between this and the neighboring 
country.

Timber, hewn snd sawed, and timber used

logs. Provided, that ifany export duty is evied 
upon the above mentioned articles, or either of 

m, by any country whence imported, all said 
articles imported from said country shall be 
subject to duty as now provided by law, 

Balt i ‘ rrels, or other pack- 
ages, in bulk, when imported from any 
country does not charge an import duty. 
upon salt exported from the United States. 


Some otherarticles are enumerated which 
Capada would supply, but they are of com- 
paratively small consequence. 

There is no probablity whatever that 
tho bill will pass in its present shape, as 
even were a majority recorded in its favor 
in the House of Representatives—which 
there is almoat a certainty will not be the 
case—the Senate will slaughter it.

Domestic Hints, | 


APPLE CHARLOTTE WITH BUTTER. | 

Well butror the interior of a plain,round | 
mould then cut twelye pieces of bread the 
size and thickness of a shilling, dip them in 
clarified butter, and lay them in a circle 
round the bottom of the mould. Cut,also, 

eight small pieces in the shape of diamonds, | 
dip them in butter, and with them form a 
star in the centre of the circle; cover the 
whole with a round piece of bread the size 
of the bottom of the mould and the thick- 
neas of a ponny piece, cut about thirty 
other pieces, an inch wide and four inches 
in length, dip one after the other in clari 
fied butter, which stand upright, one half 
way over the other, all round the interior 
of the mould; then have ready prepared 
two dozen or more russet apples, which 


peel, and cutin slices; put them into a, 


round stew or preserving pan, with three 
ounces of butter and half of sugar, with a 
litle lemon peel cut in strips; place them 
over a strong fire, tossing over occasionally, 
but keeping them together ina cake ; when 
quite tender, vil your mould, having pre- 
viously we'l egg: d and bread crumbed, place 
another round piece of bread (also egged 
and bread crumbed) over the apples, 
and stand the mould ina hot oven until the 
bread becomes wel) browned ; take out and 


2} turn it over upon your dish, have a few 
‘} spoonfuls of red currant jolly or other pre- 


sorve in a stew-pan, melt over the fire, and 
when quite hot pour off the charlotte ; su- 
gar the top, put in oven fora few minutes ; 
serve. You may also, for a change, puta | 
little aweetmeat of any kind in the middle 
of your charlotte, and use plain pieces of 
bread a quarter an inch thick, instead of so 
many pieces for the sides. 
LEMON CHEESECAKES. 

Take two large lemons, and rub the rind 
with one pound of loaf sugar, so that all 
the yellow part is removed ; place the su- 
g rina basin, squeeze the juice of the 
jemons over, then add the yolks of six eggs, 
and beat it‘all woll up, and put it by in a 
jar for use ; it will keep for years. Any 
flavor, such as vanilla or cinnamon, may 
be added, if liked. When required for 


| use, having made the paste and lined tho 


tins, mix one tablespoonful of the mixture 
with a teacupful of good milk, and place a 
little in each tartlet. 

MARSH MALLOWS, 


Dissolve one haif pound of gum arabic in 
a pint of water and strain it; put in one | 
half a pound of fine sugar and place over 
the fire, stirring constantly until about as 
thick as honey, Add slowly the whites of 
four eggs thoroughly beaten.

On Monday afternoon Mr. Mowat laid 


before the Legislature hia new Franchise 


Bill, and on the following day the Globe 


declared that March 5th 1888 will be a 
memorable day.in the annals of Ontario 


because of the introduction of Mr. Mowat's 
measure, The day will doubtless be mem 
orable in the Provincial annals, but not in 
the sense in which the Globe would have it 
understood. Rather will it be worthy of 
remembrance asthe date on which Mr, 
Mowat, after, by means of his mechanical 
majority, successfully resisting during the 
five years previous all proposals of tho 
Conservative party for’ the extension of 
the franchise—after having, on’March 24*h 
1885, voted down a motion made by Mr, 
Meredith in favor of manhood suffrage— 
surrendered to the inevitable and adopted 
the policy which had been laid down. for 
him by his opponents. 

The humiliation of Mr. Mowat and his 
followers is made apparent by the reproduc- 
tion of the following resolution, which Mr. 
Meredith moved on March 24th, 1885, in 
amendment to the second reading of the 
Franchise Bill of that year (see official 
Journal, pages 137 and 138) : 


That the following words be added to the mo- 
tion ; “‘ And while assentinz tothe sec nd read- 
ing of the bill, and thereby to the principle that 
an extension fo the remaoes, J peces ary and 
expedient, ‘ouse desires to express its opin- 
ion that no amp para which note Bab nades 
a system registration, and whiie ex 
einding the criminal and non sane classes, aliens 
and disqualified under the provisions of 
the ion Acts, confer the franchise upon 
every other male resident of the poe of the 
full age of twenty. one years, ought to be adopt- 
ed by this House,” 


In the division which was taken on the 
resolution thirty Conservatives recorded 
their votes for, and 42 Grits against it. 

Considering that nothing can have oo- 
curred during the three years which have 
elapsed,since Mr. Mowat and his followers 
voted down Mr. Meredith's resolution, to 
alter the nature of the proposal therein 
contained, there is but one conclusion 
which can fairly be arrived at, and that is 
that the Government, having found that 
publio opini»n was against them, boldly re- 
solved to steal the policy of their predeces- 
sors. ‘. 

But theft is not the only offence of 
which the Government of Ontario have 
been guilty in this connection, They have, 
in addition, stolen thehabilimont of the Con- 
acrvatives and are strutting about in bor- 
rowed plumes. Tho Globe, in confirmation 
of this. charge, thus impudently flatters 
Mr. Mowat in its issue of the 7th inst. : 


Mr, Mowat deserves the sincere gratitude of all 
this Large class of young Canodians to whom he 
bas given this valuable privilege, Thi ought 
to rise and oall him blessed becauss of it. They 
ought to feel as prcud of it as the young Roman 
when first invested witli the toga. 


And yot, as we have seen on the author- 
ity of the official record of the Logislaturo, 
Mr. Mowat and 41 of his followers declar - 
ed, less than three years ago, that ‘this 
valuable privilege,” for the bestowal of 
which upon the people of Oniario their 
organs are now sounding their praises and 
lauding thent-to the skies, should not be 
accorded to the young man of the province! 
And the organs which now praise them for 
proposing manhood suffrage, then lauded 
them for refusing the franchise which tho 
Conservatives proposed to give to our 
young mon, and which they might have 
been enjoying for three yeats and would 
have exorcised in 1886. Now the newly un- 
franchised will probably have to wait for 
three years more ere they will be enabled 
to exercise the privilege which Mr. Moro- 
dith would have given them in 1885, and 
they aro asked to glorify Mr. Mowat for 
cordpelling them to wait for six years long- 
er.than they otherwiso would have done 
for the opportunity of giving effect to their 
omimous at the polls.

When 
the multitude were seated in rows, the dis- 
ciples broke and gave to the end of each 
row, and said, paessitop, The food not 
only grew in the hands of the disciples, but 
also in the hands of the people as it was 
passed—a lesson to teach God's people that 
they were to break the bread of life to those 
aroundthem.

“I am Dying, Egypt, Dylug."’ 

Some weeks ago I saw Marion D. Lytle, an 
adventurous nephew of Gen. Wm. H. Lytle, 
whose poetic fame rests on the authorship of 
“Tam Dying, Egypt, Dying.” Young Lytle 
was quoted as denying the sensational story 
that the poem was written the night before 
the general's death under a presentiment that 
the author would fall in battle the next day. 
Dr. Carlisle Terry, of Columbus, Ga., saw 
the paragraph, and wrote to young Lytle 
concerning it. It appears that Dr. Terry 
was chief surgeon of Wither’s’ division in 
the Confederate army, and was engaged 
in the battle of Chickamauga, whore Gen. 
Lytle was killed. He says Gen. Lytle 
was the only mounted officer in sight as 
the Confederates advanced, and that he 
saw the general, under heavy fire, look down 
at his foot as he received the first of bis four 
wounds, and then fall dead with three more 
wounds, any oné of which was fatal. <A 
solitary aide remained with drawn sword by 
the body, and as Gen, West and Dr. Terry 
rode up, told them who the dead officer was, 
and asked that his body be protected. The 
aide emptied Lytle's pockets, and Gen. West 
sent all his effects to his sister. The aide 
said: ‘Gen. Lytle left his watch in camp, ax- 
pecting to be killed today.” In the dead 
man’s pocket was o clipping from a news- 
paper, evidently of some age, on which 
was printed the poom, “I am Dying, Egypt, 
Dying.” —New York World ‘Observant Citi- 
zen.”

THE BELLEVILLE BOARD OF TRADE SUPPORTS 
THE PROJECT. 


There was not a numerous attendance at 
the special meeting of the Board of Trade 
last evening. The question of urging 
the Dominion Government to recognize 
the necessity fora dry dock at Kingston, 
to’be built and maintained as a public 
work, was the principal subject discussed 
and met with hearty approval of the Board, 
There is no dry dock between Podrt 
Dalhousie and Montreal, which: subjocts 
vessels that are disabled on the St. 
Lawrence and every part of Lake Ontario, 
to great inconvenieuces. The Board adopt- 
eda resol ition recommending the pro)-ct 
to the Government and appointed Mr, P, 
J. Shannon a delegate to Ottawa in com- 
pany with delegates from Hamilton, 
Toronto, Cobourg and Port Hope to urge 
the case and bring the matter before the 
Government. The cost of the work is 
estimated at $100,000, 

A committee was appointed to draft a 
resolution of condolence to the friends of 
the late Frederic Rous, when the Board 
adjourned untit Wednesday next. 

At the adjourned meeting the Bridge 
scheme, which has never been considered 
by the Board, will be brought up, and the 
trade relations of Canada with other 
couutries, particularly tho United States,

the dead body it was taken up by the two 
walking unburdened behind them, and thus 
by occasionally relieving each other, they 
arrived at a sandy spot noar the sea, 

The body of ants now commenced digging 
with their Jaws 4 number of holes in tho 
ground, in each of which a dead ant was 
laid. Then they all fell to and filled up the 
graves. This did not quite finish the re- 
markable circumstafve attending this in- 
soot funeral, Bome six or seven of the ants 
bad attempted to run off without perform- 
ing their share of thp task of digging; these | 
were caught and brought back, when they 
were at once attacked and killed on tho spot, 
A single grave was quickly duy, and they 
were all dropped into it,—Cape Argus.

Price of Beef in Paris. 

A curious phenomenon {s now taking place 
in this country. The price of cattle on the 
hoof is falling, and at the same time a 
marked increase is noticeable in that of 
dressed meats. In other words, French 
breeders are forced to cell thelr cattle at 
lower prices than they could get a year or 
two ago, while never before has the cost of 
veal, beef and mutton been greater to those 
of us who consume such articles of food. 
Here in Paris and all the other large cities 
of France people are grumbling at the in- 
crease of butchers’ bills, and farmers all over 
the country are complaining that it no longer 
pays to raise cattle for the marketa. Nover 
since 1870 has the price of oxen, calves and 
sheep been 80 low as now, and in some cattle 
raising districts, notably in the eastern de- 
partments, the decrease is quite 50 per cent. 
In the neighborhood of Lyons, the city after 
Paris that consumes tho largest quantity of 
meat, cattle on the hoof, which four years 
ago were selling for $10 to $11 the hundred 
weight are not now bringing more than from 
$8 to $0. In Normandy cows are selling for 
§30, which in April, 1886, would have brought 
$80 to 8100.—Henry Haynie’s Paris Letter.

THE BUIZZ\RD 


OUR NORTH WEST ESCAPES IT-—-HEAVY SNOW 
IN THE EASTERN STATES~-ONTARIO 
GETS A TOUCH OF IT, 


Wiysipea, March 12.—The Oanadian 
Northwest has again escaped the severe 
s‘orm that has been raging throughout the 
American Northwest, Tho weather report 
shows the temperature at New Westmin- 
ater, B. O., to be 45 above zero, and from 
that point eastward to Swift Current the 
showing was from 30 to 35 above, From 
Moose Jaw to Winnipeg the thermometer 
indicated from zero to 10 above. 

MonrTREAL, March 13.—Eoquiries at the 
McGill College Observatory showed that 
fifteen inches of snow has fallen during the 
last twenty-four hours, which’ is far in 
excess of any previous quantity this 
winter. The most severe snow storm 
except the one of last night, occurred Feb. 
26 last, when seven inches of snow fell. 

Toronto despatches state that there is no 
serious detention on the Grand Trunk in 
Ontario, the trains from the east being 
about two hours lute, The C. P. R, is 
heavily drifced at Sudbury. 

New Yoru, March 13.—The mercury 
was down to zero this morning, and the 
embargo on travel and traflic still remains. 
The railroads are all blocked and no street 
cars are running in New York or Brook- 
lyn. The elevated roads are only partially 
in operation, The East River is frozen 
over, and thousands of people are crossing 
on the ice. No ferry boats are running 
there, Traius with two engines are being 
run abdul every fifteen minutes on the 
Brooklyu bisdys. The roadway is closed. 
The snow ceased falling during the night, 
but itis still cloudy and a further fall is 
threatened. Immense drifts block up the 
atreets and lucomotion is difficult and far 
from pleasurable. 

Despatches from various points in New 
York state report very cold weather and 
heavy snow, which has virtually stopped 
traffis, In one place tha drifts are fifteen 
feet deep.

his viows. Tho policy of the Government in 
this respoct was neither suund nor judicious, 
aud was far from being such as true states- 
mavship would dictate. The United States 


were now engaged in an effort to arrest 
rather than to permit the destruction of 
their forests, Gentlemen who had charge 
of the timber resoursos of the Province had 
not beon as careful as prudence would 
dictate. No stepe were taken to prevent 
forest lires,or insure the protectiou of young 
timber, nor was anything being done to 
prevont the disastrous state of «ff+irs which 
existed in older countries, where the de- 
truction of the forests had dried up the 
head waters of the most beautiful streams, 
and rendered barren avd deevlate largo 
tracte of otherwise fertile country.

of 49, We all remember at loast the last of 
that great struggle for ‘States Rights," the 
blood and treasure it cost to suppress that 
“civil war” and establish the tupremaocy of 
the Federal Government, Yet with this 
historic picture before us wo find men will- 
ing to inaugurate a similar struggle here in 
our young country. Mr. Speaker, I should 
like just here to take a brief glance at the 
rise and fall of this question in the United 
States. When the thirteon original colon- 
ies revolted and separated themselves from 
the British Empire they became thirteen 
independent communities, ard tle subse- 
quent confederation compact was one en- 
teredinto by independent peoples, and 
later on when the Federal compact or con- 
stitution was fairly settled and adopted by 
all, the question began to assume importance 
of how much or how little of the 
sovereiyuty of the people was lodg- 
ed in the Federal Government. Two 
| classes. of casuista at once arose in the 
| United States, each of which held opposite 
| yiews to the other as to the residence: of 
| the national soverignty or imperium of 
| the people, and £0 persistent were tho 
contestants of those classes, that ultimately 
the practical solution of the question was 
found in the great civil war which ended 
in the triumph of the Federal authority. 
(Applause). But, sir no analogy subsists 
between this case of the origin of the 
national life of the’U. S., and that of the 
confederation of the Provinces. In our 
case, there was a merger of the status of 
the Provinces, which entered into ocon- 
federation in the Imperial Sovereignty 
and, itis important to bear that in mind— 
for although the British North American 
Act 18 our constitution, it is but the 
creation of a sovereignty ; and is not the 
sovereignty of the Dominion itself ; that is 
4 force quite apart from our constitution 
and it resides in the people as a whole ‘and 
is exercised and manifested by means of 
the veto power, this isthe supreme power 
or soverignty of our Dominion—and can 
neither be taken away or limited but by 
the »people.as a whole—who lodged it 
wherevit is found by, mutual consent and 
with the approbation of the Imperial 
soveroignty ; aud therefore no fraction of 
the sovereignty can destroy that’ which 
ib helped to create—(Applause) 
Now, Mr. Speaker, 1 consider the first of 
the resolutions before us is the most impor- 
tant ; not that I wish to say that the others 
are not of importance—indeed, I am quite 
willing to say they raise matters worthy of 
our consideration; and although they are 
the formulated outcome of the Quebec Oon- 
ferenoe, they are also the outcome of a cave 
of Adullam, and the suspicion that evident-

It is the apparent similarity that hides the 
essential difference. Tho true position is 
this; The Dominion Government and the 
Local Government are both liable to veto— 
the latter by the former, and the Dominion 
by the Courts and by th» Imperial Govern- 
ment. Thus the Dominion stands sentry 
over encrvuachmonts on Dominion or lmpe- 
rial rights, and is itself kept true to its 
trusts by the Courts and the Privy Council, 
And, Sir, in my view of the matter, most 
wisely and with great foresight did the 
framers of the Oonatitution of our country 
place this imp»rtant and essential power in 
exactly the right place, to preserve for all 
time the integrity and growth of the Do- 
minion, and the aure development of our 
almost perfect syst-m of government, and 
they seemed to have done so after the moat 
deliberate, and, I may say, solemn conault- 
ation, and in the full light of the past and 
prophetic inspiration for the future. They

should estimate than 60 or 60. This is 
alike creditable to the gradual catching of 
the true spirit of our constitution by both 
the Local Governments andthe Federal 
Government, and, of course, it should be 
kept in mind, when fairly and honestly, 
and without any party prejudice, seeking 
to judge of the matter, that some ten or 
more, I[ think, of the acts of the Dominion 
Parliament have been disallowed or never 
received the royal assent. 1 oannot fall in 
with the assertion, that the fathors of con” 
fedoration did not apprehend any free use 
of the veto power when they placed it in the 
keeping of theGeneral Government. I think 
it would not be out of place to say that 
after it beoame apparent to those wiag men 
that a confederation of the provinces was 
desirable, yea even necessary, the whole 
drift of the leading statesmen, who took 
part in tho grand achome of - consolidating 
those separate factors in one well balanced 
unity, laid great streas on the disallowance 
or veto powor, as being the key-stone to 
hold the Federal arch securely together. I 
remomber that after the Quebeo Conference 
of 1864 had wound up ite proceedings and 
formulated its views by a series of resolu- 
tions, the chief delegates visited the princi- 
pal points and cities of the country and 
presented to the publio the gist of the 
resolutions. It is possible that there are 
gentlemen now presont in this Legislative 
Hall who had the pleasure of listening to 
the rugged eloquence of the Jate Hon, Goo. 
Brown, Whori in this very oity he ad- 
dressed a vast concourse of people and oex-

THE FAD IN PARLIAMENT. 


The position of the Government and of 
the Conservative party toward the project 
of ‘commercial. union,” or *‘ unrestricted 
reciprocity,” was clearly atated by the H on, 
Thomas White in his admirable speccly on 
Sir Richard Osrtwright’s motion-in the 
House of Commons on the Ith inat. 

This resolution was the official deliver- 
ance of theGrit caucus which was held 
about two weeks ago and embodios the po- 
licy of that party on the subject. 
follows : 


That it is highly desirable that the largest 
possible freedom of commercial intercourse 
should obtain between the Dominion of Canada 
and the United States, and that itis expedient 
that all articles manufactured in, or the natural 
products of either of the said countries, should 
be admitted free of duty into the ports of the 
other. (Articles subject to duties of excise, or 
of internal revenue alone excepted. ) 

That it is further expedient that the Govern. 
ment of the Dominion should take steps at an 
early date to ascertain on what terms and con 
ditions arrangements can bs effected with the 
United States for the purpose of securing full 
and unrestricted reciprocity of trade therewith. 


The policy, then, of the Grit party, as 
promulgated two weeks ago—for the above 
resolution was published as a notice of mo- 
tion on the day following its adoption —is 
“unrestricted reciprocity.”

this much-vaunted system of directly tax- 
ing the people for the public requiremonts 
would oporate upon the farmor, we repro 
duce the unanswerable argument advanced 
by Mr. J. Clondenning, a farmer of the 
township of Brock, Mr, Clendenning 
shows that now seyora! millions of dollars 
are annually collected for custdins on goods 
coming into Catada from the States. Un- 
dor commercial union or unrestricted rect- 
procity that would all como out of the 
farmer, Lt is proposed to'raiso it by direct 
taxation. Now Mr. Clendenning showe 
that two persons oach worth say $10,000, 
ono a farmor, the other using his monoy at 
interest, would pay vastly different sume. 
The increased rate let us suppose to bo ten 
mills on the dollar, The farmer on his 
$10,000 would pay $100 extra taxes, while 
the other who invested his money, being 
taxed on say $800 income, would pay the 
modeat amount of $8 extra taxos;—a diller- 
ence of $92 against the farmer, by the 
practical working of unrestricted rocipro- 
city. And thereis just where it would 
catch the farmer. 

One other and yery important point, in 
connection with this question, is that of 
the expenso to which Canada would ko 
subjected to by the anappingsof tho tie 
which unites us to the mother country. 
The amount would be considerable, and 
the publication of an approximato esti- 
mate in that connection, as we would ne-

puts up a sugar manufactory and the other 
builds a slaughter house for flies On a 
bright sununer morning, when the sun comes 
out and shines upon the spider's web, be 
decked dew, the gossamer 
seoms bright enough fora suspension bridge 
for supernatural “beings to cross on But 
alas for the poor fly, which, in the latter 
part of that very day, ventures on it, and is 
caught and dungeoned and destroyed. The 
fly was informed that it was a free bridge, 
and would cost nothing, but at thé other end 
of the bridge the toll paid was its own life.

Most cruel as well as most ingenious is the 
spider, A prisoner in the Bastilo, France, 
lind one vo trained that at the sound of a 
violin it'every day came for its meal of flies, 
Job, the author of my text, ind the leading 
eciontist of his day, hand no doubt watched 
the voracious process of this one insect with 
another, and saw spider and fly swept down 
with the same broom, or scattered by the 
same wind, Alas, that the world has so many 
designing spiders and victimized flies, 

There has not been a time when the utter 
and black irresponsibility of many men bay- 
ing the financial interests of others in chargo 
has been more evident than in these last few 
years, 

The unroofing of banks and disappearance 
of administrators with the funds of large 
estates, aud the disorder amid  postoftice 
accounts and deficits amid United States 
officials, have made a pestilence of crime 
that solemnizes every thoughtful man and 
woman, and leads every philanthropist and 
Christion to ask: What shall be done to stay 
the plague! There isa monsoon abroad, a 
typhoon, a sirocco, I somotimes ask myself 
ifit would not be better for men making 
wills to bequeath the property directly to 
the executors and officers of the court, and 
appoint the widows and orphans a commit- 
toe to see that the former got all that did not 
belong to them, The simple fact is that 
there are a large number of men sniling 
yachts and driving fast horses, and members 
of expensive club houses and controlling 
country seats who are not worth a dollar 
if they return to others their just 
rights. Under some sudden reverse they 
fail, and with afflicted air to re- 
tire from the world, and seem almost ready 
for monastic life, when in two or three years 
they blossom ont again, having compromised 
With their creditors, that.is, paid them noth- 
ing but regrets, and the only difference be- 
tween the second chapter of prosperity and 
tho first is that their pictures are Murillos in- 
stead of Kensetts, and their horses goa mile 
in twenty seconds less than their predeces- 
s0rs, and instead of one country seat they 
haye three. Ibave watched and have no- 
ticed that nine out of ten of those who fail 
in what is called high life, have more means 
after than before the failure, and in many of 
the cases failure Is only a strategem to escape 
the payment of honest debts and put the 
world off the track while they practice a 
large swindle. There is something woefully 
wrong in thé fact that these things are pos 
sible 

First of all, I charge the blame on careless, 
indifferent bank directors and boards having 
in charge financial institutions. It 
ought not to be possible for a president or 
cashier or prominent officer of a banking in- 
stitution to swindle it year ofter year with- 
out detection. I will undertake to say that 
if these frauds are carried on for two or 
three years without detection, either tho

Ihave the highest commercial authority 
for saying that when the memorable trouble 
broke out in Wall street four years arco 
there were €225,000,000 in suspense which 
had already Leen Spent. Spend no more 
than: you make, And let us adjustall our 
business and our homes by the prin iplea of 
the Christian religion. 

Our religion ought to mean just os much 
on Saturday and Monday as on the day be 
tween, and not as a mere peripkyrasis of sanc 
tity. Our religion ought to first clean our 
hearts, and then it ought to clean our lives 
oligion is not, as some seem to think, a sort 
of church delectation, a kind of confec tion 
ery, a sort of spiritual caramel or holy gum 
drop, or sanctified peppermint, or theologi 
cal anesthetic. It is an omnipotent princi 
ple, all controlling, all conquering. You 
may get along with something less than that, 
and you may deceive yourself with it; but

you cannot deceive God, and you cannot 
deceive the world. The keen business man 
will put on his spectacles, and he will look 
clear trough to the back of your head and 
meo whether your religion is a fiction ora 
fact. And you cannot hide your sainples of 
sugar, or rice, or tea, or coffee if they are 
false; you cannot hide them under the cloth 
of a communion table, All your prayers go 
for nothing so long as you misrepresent your 
banking institution, and inthe amount of the 
resources you put down more specie, and 
more fractional currency, and more clearing 
certificates, and more legal tender 
notes, and more-loans, and more discounts 
than there really are, and when you give an 
account of your liabilities you do not men- 
tion all the unpaid dividends, and the United 
States bank notes outstanding, and the jin- 
dividual deposits, and the oblizations to other 
banks and bankers, An authority more 
scrutinizing than that of any bank examiner 
will go through and through and through 
your business, 

I stand this morning before many who 
have trust funds. Itisa compliment to you 
that you have beon intrusted; but 1 
charge you, in the pre cnce of God and the 
world, be careful; be as careful of the prop- 
erty of others as you are careful of your 
own, Above all, keep your own private ac- 
count at the bank separate from your ac- 
count as trustee of an estate, or trustee of an 
institution, That is the point at which thou- 
sands of people make shipwreck. They get 
the property of others mixed up with their 
own property, they put itinto investment, 
and away it all goes, and they cannot return 
that which they borrowed. Then comes the 
explosion, and the money market is shaken, 
and the press denounces, and the church 
thunders expulsion, You have no right to 
use the property of others, except for 
their advantage, nor without consent, 
unless they are minors. If with their 
consent you invest their property as 
well as you can, and it is all lost, 
you are not to blame; you did the best you 
could; but do not into the delusion 
which hax ruined so many men, of thinking 
because a thing isin their possession, there- 
fore itis their. You have a solemn trust 
that God has given you, In this vast nssem- 
blage there may be some who have misappro- 
printed trust funds. Put them back, or, if 
you have so hopelessly involyed them that 
you cannot put them back, confess the whole 
thing to thase whom you bave wronged, and 
} you will sleep better nights, and you will 
have the better chance for your soul. What 
n sad thing it would be if, after you ars 
dead, your administrator should find out 
from the account books, or from the lack of 
vouchers, that you not only were bankrupt 
in estate, but that you lost your soul If all 
the trust funds that have been misappro 
priated should suddenly tly to their owners, 
and al! the property that has been purloined 
should suddenly go back to its owners, it 
would crush into ruin every city in America,

Section 212 provides ; ‘The trustees sy op- 
pointan officer, who shall b» farniat ed with a 
lst, provided for by section 115 of this Act, 
containing the names of all children between 
the ages of seven and thirteen, to axcortain and 
report, for their information, any parent or 
other person who have failed and omitted, and 


is failing and omitting, to perform the duty | 


of providing that each child of his, or in his 
care or employ ment, be tween tho ages nforesaid, 
ja attending some school o¢ otherwise being un 
der eflicient elementary instruction, and it shall 
be the duty of such officer to notify, persona ly 
or by letter, or otherwi.e, such pareot or other 
person of his neglect or violation of duty, and 
the consequences thereof.” 

Section 217 provides: ‘‘It shall be compe 
tentforthe Police Magistrate of any city or 
town, to investigate and docide upon any com 
plaint made by the trustees, or by any person 
authorized by , them, against any parent or 
gnardian for the vioation of the provisions of 
this Aot, in regard to compu!sory education,end 
to impose a fice not exceeding $5 for the fi st 
wilful offence, and doub’e that penalty for 
every subsequent offer ce, which fine and penalty 
eball be enforced as provided in section 267 of 
this Act.” 


These provisions are oxplicit enough. 
Whon it is manifest that there are failures 
and omissions on the part of those whom 
the law holds responsible for providing edu- 
cational training for children, we think 
something should be done towards enfore- 
ing the provision violated. This step 
would be in the interest of public morality, 
and for the benefitof the children. There 
area good many boys and girls in this 
city parading the atreets and learning 
vicious habits who should bo getting the 
benetit of our free and efticiont system. 
We do not believe that a sufticient oxcuse 
can be urged by parents fur so palpable a 
neglect of duty. Children that are healthy 
enough, and have the necessary clothing, 
to defy the clements in all seasons of the 
year, in idle pleasuros, cannot be shielded 
by any of the immunities the law provides. 
They are a menace to social and moral obli- 
gations, and an enemy to the common” 
wealth. If their parents or guardians are 
indifferent to their fate, then the duty of 
those elected to positions of trust, and res- 
ponsible for the enforcement of the law in 
this respect, isclear enough. ‘Train up a 
child in the way he should xo, and when 
he is old he will not depart from it,” is a 
declaration that nevor has been, and never 
will be, disputed—it is the declaration of 
eternal truth.

Two Famous Piratos, 

In the early years of this contury, when 
there were slave insurrections in the West 
Indies, and ware for independencein Mexi 
co, Central “America, and South America, 
many people were driven from their homes 
in those regions,and came to New Orloansée 
4 place of refuge. Amoug* them were two 
brothors, Pierre and Jean Lafitte. They 
were Frenchmen born in Bayonne, but 
they had lived for several years in the West 
Indies. Both were tall, handsome men ; 
but Jean had the stronger character. For 
a time, they carried on the trade of black- 
mithing. Their shop stood on St. Philip 
street, between Bourbon and Dauphin. It 
was pulled down only a fow years ago. 
Bold and enterprising in disposition,and of 
commanding presence, the two brothers 
were fitted by nature to be leaders of men. 
Jean, especially, was of an appoarance so 
striking that strangers, meeting him on the 
streets, turned for a second look at him, 

Attirat, they were only the agents iu 
New Orleans for swugylers who brought 
merchandise and slayeainto the bays and 
bayous along the Louisiana coast, but it 
was not long before they became the chiefs 
of the most powerful organization of law- 
less mep that ever oxisted in this country. 
In 1510, they made their headquarters on 
the islands at the entrance of the Bay of 
Barataria, whore thoy built a fort anda 
Village. They obtained from the republe 
of Carthagena, in South America, then at 
war with Spaiu for its independonce, letters 
of marque which authorized thom to capture 
Spanish vessels whorever found. ‘They 
fitted out and armed fast-ssiling schooners, 
which were the terror of the Gulf. Accor 
ding tocommon bolief at the time, these 
vessels were pirates, which did not hesitate 
to pickup any merchant ship they could 
overhaul, no matter what flag it might 
carry; but tho Lafittes denied these reports, 
and insisted that they were honorable pri 
vateersmen, only attacking the ships of 
Spain, as, under the lawa of nations, their 
lettera of m arue gave them the right to do 
That they were smugglore, violating the 
laws of the Unitiod States, thoy did not 
dony. 

In vain did Governor Olaiborne issue 
proclamations, commanding the people of 
Louisiana to arrest the Lafittes and their 
men. Jean and Piere came ofton to New 
Orloans, and read the proclamations post 
ed on the walls of the old government 
building, on the Place aux Armes. 
thore was an offort made to 
he passing through a bayou 
boat-load of smuggled goods. A par y of 
custom-house officers attacked him from the 
shore. ‘Thore was a tight, and Jeanand his 
crew beat off their assailants, Afterward, 
Jean sent a polite letter to the « aplain of 
tho custom house force, "in which ho said 
“Laman hot 
fight; but | would have you to know that | 
am at all times re uly to loso my lifo rather 
than iny goods,’’ :

Hard and Soft Water in Cooking, 


All cooks do not understand the difte- 
rent effects produced by hard and soft water 
in cooking meat and vegetables, Peasand 
beans cooked in hard water,containing lime 
or gypsum, will not boil tender, because 
these substances harden vegetable caseine, 
Many veyetables, as onions, boil nearly 
tasteless in soft wator, because all the tlavor 
ia boiled out. The addition of salt ofter 
checks this, aa in the case of onions, causing 
the vegetables to retain the peculiar flavor- 
ing principle, besides such nutritious mat- 
tor as might be lost in soft water, For 
extracting tho juice of neat to makua broth 
orsoup, soft water, unsalted and cold at 
first, is the best, for it much more readily 
ponetrates the tissue; but for boiling where 
the juice should be retained hard water or 
soft water ia preferable and the 
meat should bo put im whilo tho water is 
boiling, so as to seal up the pore

| A Mountain Flower Farm. 

One of the largest flower farms in the 
| Alpes Maritimes, where flowers are grown 
for making per'fumes, is that of the Marquise 
de Rostaing, at Seillnns, about 2,000 feet 
above the level of the sea and twenty miles 
from the coast, upon the southern slope of 
the Alpes Maritimes. he soil is of a chalky 
nature, and very poor, and up to 1881 the 
olive. groves which covered the property 
yielded but a very small income. Mme. de 
Rostaing, however, determined to see whether 
it could not be made to grow flowers, and, 
| cutting down the olive trees, she had the 
| ground trenched to a depth of four fet, 
| while arrangements were made for irrigating 
the'twenty-five acres. Inthe autumn of 18S] 
she*had planted 45,000 plants of violets and 
140,000 feet of white jasmifie, whilein the 
spring following the rest of the ground was 
planted with roses, geraniums, jonquils, etc., 
and a laboratory built. for making scent 
The result was most satisfactory, for in the 
fourth year—that is to say, in 1885—the 
property, which had before yielded an in- 
come of $115, produced scent to the value of 
$4,315, leaving a net profit of &770.—St. Louis 
Republican. :

The Ohio State Dairy and. Food Commis- 
sionor, Gon. S, H. Huret, has mad» public 
(Circular No, G), tho resulta of the Commis- 
sion’s investigation of baking powacr. This 
Commission was formed by the Legislature 
with instructions to make an examination 
of the food supply of the State, and to give 
a report of such examination to the public, 
The examination uf the baking powders was 
made by Prot. H. A, Weber, State Chem- 
ist, and, relating as it does to an article of 
ape use in the food of almost every one, 
is of particular intorest. 

The rather startling fact is brought out 
by the report, that of the thirty different 
brands of baking powder analy%ed, compos- 
ing about all those sold in the State, twen- 
ty of them are made from aluin, a substance 
declared by the highest medical authoritios 
to be injurious to health when used in food, 

The Commissioner classifies the baking 
powders into three general divisions, ac- 


eording to their value : 


1st, Cream of Tarter Baking Powders ; 

2d. Phosphate Baking Powders ; 

3d, Alum Baking Powders, 

The object of baking powdora is, whon 
mixed in tho flour and subjected to 
moisturo,to generate a leavening gas in 
the dough, which will raise the bread and 
cause it to be porous and light, The Com- 
missioner explains that the best baking 
powder is that which, the ingredients 
being healthful, gives off the largest 
amounc of leavening gas and leaves tho 
smallest amount of residuum iu the bread. 
A small amount of carbonate of ammonia, 
which is considered healthful, is used in 
some of the cream of tartar powders to 
give thom a higher strongth. The Com- 
mission easy that alum is updoubtedly a 
hurtful salt, and that the resultant salts 
from ils combination with soda as formed 
in the bread can scarcely be less hurtful.

My honorible friend 
from Middlesex the other day, in speaking 
of aproposed ‘‘inspection of setting out 
fires,” stated that if such a bill became 
law, he for one would refuse to ubey it. I 
wonder what my honorable friend would 
do under the state of grievances that I 
have shown. Before a committes 1 
could show how rapidly all the 
green timber is disappearing under the act- 
ive operations of the lumbermen, and how 
the dry timber, by the action of fires and 
decay, will soon be a thing of the past; and 
while the front and American markets will 
continue to be supplied from sections more 
removed, the unfortunate settler will be as 
badly situated for it as though living in the 
midst ofa prairio. And then why should 
it be the policy of the country that the lo- 
cal mill owner should pay Ldcts. to the De- 
partment and I65cts. to the Jumberman 7 
Has he not, as I have before said, enough 
difficulties to overcome without being com 
pelled to pay an exceptional tax, for that is 
what it amounts to on the lumber used in 
his district ?

Mr. Wood (Hastings) spoke against the 
provisions of the section, except that re 
quiring abonus to be supported by two 
thirds of all qualified ratepayers, holding 
that their effect would be to prevent 
Municipalities granting any bonuses what 
ever, He admitted the system had been 
abused, but contended that the privilege 
of granting bonuses should be retained 
to the municipalities. 

Mr, Bilfour supported theclause as it 
atood, holding that it was necessary to 
protect tho municipalities themselves 
against the vicious results of the present 
system, 

Mr, Whitney said it might be economic- 
ally wrong for municipalities to grant 
bonuses, but according to the epirit ct our 
institutions a municipality should have 
the right todo an economic wrong if it 
chose, 

Mr, Garson pointed out that nearly one- 
half of the municipalities interested in the 
retention or abolition of the bonus system 
had petitioned f rite abglition, and con- 
ended that the experience of the mupici- 
polities which had granted bonuses had 
heen almost uviformly unfasorable to the 
retontion of the system. 

A motion by Hon. Mr, Hardy to substi-

The House then resumed the discussion 
of Mr. Hardy's bill to smend the Munica 
pal Act, starting in on the bonus question, 
where they dropped it before adjvurnment. 
Sub seclion three of the sectiun governing 
the. matter provided that “no bonus 
shall be granted by a municipality to secure 
the removal thereto of a manfacturing 
establishment already established else- 
where in the Province,” and Mr, Wood 
(Hastings) wanted to add the words, ‘and 
already bonused,’’ but the House threw 
out the ameudment. This concluded the 
portion of tho Act dealing with the bonus 
question, and its aduption practically 
prohibits bonuses to manufacturers in 
Ontario, 

A clauso was inserted, on motion of Mr. 
Craig, compelling transient tradera who 
re not assessed on income or personal 
vroperty in municipalities, to pay a 
license not to exceed $100 ix cities and $50 
elsowhere. 

Section 25. referring to lighting and 
water works and developing motive power 
by moans of natural gas, was struck out, 

The cominittee rose and reported the 
bill as amended. 

The House again went into committee of 
tho whole toconsider Mr. O'Connor's biil 
entitled the Assessment Amendment Act of 
1888 Like the preceding bill considered,

A Festival Among Alaskans, 

The tribes of North Sound hold a festival 
every year in October or November in mom- 
ory of deceased kinsmen, and Petroff thus 
| describes the performances: “At sunset the 
men assemble in the kashga, and, after a 
burried bath, ornament cach other by trac- 
ing various figures on the naked back with a 
mixture of of] and charcoal, Twoboys, who 
for this occasion are respectively named the 
raven and the hawk, are in attendance, mix 
ing the paint, ete, Finally, the faces also 
are thickly smeared; and then the females 
are summoned into the kashga. After a 
brief lapse of time a noise is heard, shrieks 
and yells, snorting and roaring; and the 
disguised men, emerging from the firehole, 
show their heads above the floor, blowing 
and puffing like seals. It is impossible to 
distinguish any complete human figure, as 
some are crawling with their feet foremost, 
others rumiing on their hands and feet, while 
| the head of another is seen protruding be 
tween the legs of a conipanion. They all 
cling together and move hreoncert like one 
immense snake. 

A number of men wear masks represent- 
ing the heads of animals, and tho unsightly 
beings advance upon the spectators, but 
chiefly endeavoring to frighten the women, 
who have no means of escaping molestation 
except by buying off the actors with pres- 
onts. Knowing what was bofore them, they 
have brought the kantags or wooden bowls 
full of delicious morsels—beluga blubber, 
walrus meat, whale olle! berries and other 
dainties. When each of tho maskers haa 
eaten and filled a bowl or two with delicacies 
to take bome, they indulge in a pantomime 
and gesture play of a highly grotesque char- 
acter. After completing the ceremony in 
the knshga, the maskers frequently visit 
some of the dwellings, and receive gifts in 
each, the whole performance ending with 
ain ing, dancing and feasting in the kashga.”

Counterfoit Silver in Ciroulation. 

There is, by all accounts, a good deal of 
counterfeit silver in circulation in the rural 
districts, and exactly how it gets into circu- 
lation no one seems to know. A friend of 
mine, who does a considerable supply busi- 
ness With the rural tradesmen offers a passa- 
| ble explanation, He has recently, he says, 
| received a number of letters from people in 
| the south and southwest, asking him to sup- 

ply them with, counterfeit money, At first 
| these letters puzzled him, as he could not con- 
| ceive how the writers, who were strangers to 
him, could have got his address and the idea 
that he dealt in such a commodity as they 
wished to negotiate for.

WHAT DOBS IT MEAN? 


Tbe partiesiwho are working towards the 
common end of free trade between Canada 
and the Unitéd States and the maintenance 
of a high tariff or tarills against tho rest of 
the world are at sixes and sevens amongst 
themselves as to the means by which the 
speculative idea is to be wrought out. 

Mr, Wiman and the Mail have all along 
told as that, as Mr. Wiman said at Winni- 
peg ou Saturday, ‘‘commercial union meant 
** the obliteration of the customs barrier be- 
*< twoon the United States and Canada; that 
**and nothing more,” 

Tho Globe in the first placo accepted this 
idea and enlarged on the immense saving 
which would be made by the abolition of 
the custom houses ; but when it was found 
that the project of a zollvereiu, in which 
Canada would be virtually without a voice 
in the framing of the tariff, was not accept- 
able even to the supporters of the fad in 
this country, Mr. J. D, Edgar published 
two oper letters to Mr. Wiman, in 
which he repudiated commercial union 
and declared for that form of 
the idea which is known as “‘ un- 
restricted reciprocity," under which each 
country-would retain its own tariff against 
the world and exchange their products and 
manufactures (excepting such articles as 
are subject to internal revenue taxation) 
free of duty, Under this scheme the cus- 
tom houses would not go. The Wlobe at 
once jumped at this bait and swallowed it, 
and the Grit party have followed the ex- 
ample; but Mr. Wiman and the Mail, de- 
spite the sneera of the Globe, have stuck 

to their original proposition, which the 
Grit organ rightly declares to be disloyal 
and wholly unacceptable to the great ma- 
jority of the people of this country. 

Whilst the Yankee and Canadian fad- 
dista sre thus quarrelling over the means 
of reaching the end which both parties de- 
aire, Prof. Goldwin Smith, the great regu- 
lator, steps into the breach. ‘As one of 
the earliest and most persistent of the ad- 
vocates in Canada of the scheme, Prof. 
Smith can speak with some show of author- 
ity on the meaning of the terms which have 
been used to designate the rival forms of the 
scheme for the surrender of Canada’s com- 
mercial independence and the severance of 
our connection with the British empire, He 
anys: 

“There seems to be a nervous disposition to 
drop the word Cofamercial Union and to adopt 
UVarestricted Baclervoity in its place, I should 
royself have preferred ‘Continental Free Tra ie 
had we not been told that the phrase ‘Free 
Trade’ would raise theoretic questions which 
were not involved and whichit was our policy 
to avoid, ‘Commercial Uaion,’ as I understand 
it, differs from Uavestricted Reciprocity only 


in mo 6 clearly iocladiog mutual participation 
in the fisheries and coasting trade.” 


Prof. Smith's definition ofthe meaning 
of the terms is valuable, because it comes 
from one of the initiated. We accept it 
without hesitation, 

That it is so regarded by the other 
parties to the proposed compact—by the 
advocates in the United States of the samo 
set of ideas—is shown by the withdrawal 
by Mr. Butterworth of his famous bill and 
the substitution therefor of Mr. Robert 
Hitt’s resolution, which provides that 
whenever the Dominion of Canada shall 
have declared ao desire for Oommercial 
Union, with a common tariff, like internal 
revenue taxes, like dutics on articles 
imported into either country from abroad 
and no duties on trade between tho United 
States and Canada, then the President is 
authorized to appoint three commissioners 
to meet those who may be designated to 
represent Canada, in order to preparo a 
plan for Commercial Union by assimilat- 
ing the tariffs and internal revenue taxes 
of the two countries, now not very widely 
different, and an equitable method of 
dividing the receipts, which they shall 
roport to the President, who shall lay it 
before Congress.

No doubt the two thousand, 
or more, persone who have passed the Civil 
Service examination, and a still greater 
number who have failed to pass, have done 
thomselyes much good by entering upon 
the necessary studies. If they do not suc- 
ceed inattaining the high distinction of 
being Government clerk they will at 
least have furnished their minds with a 
good deal of accurate information, and 
have acquired habits of study snd»concen- 
tration of thought which will stand them 
in good stead in some other and more 
profitable walk of life. From this 
point of view they will have little 
cause of regret ; but most of them will live 
to find that the due acquisition of know- 
ledge is not the only requisite for 
entering the ranks of the Civil Service. 
Whether competitive examinations will 
ever become rooted in Oanada,and politica} 
and personal influence scouted as un- 
worthy aids to promotion, is a matter 
which willno doubt soon come up for 
discussion.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT, 


Wepnespay, March 21. 

The debate to day was opened by Mr, 
Curran, tho cleguent member for Montreal 
Centre. His strongest point was derived 
from the history of Ireland, He dealt at 
some length with the condition of the Green 
Isle before and after the Union, to show 
that the industries of Canada under upre- 
stricted reciprocity with the United States 
would suffer in precieely the same way as 
those of Ireland have done in the Union 
with England, He pointed out that the 
cases were closely parallel, and the most 
cursory examination of them will show that 
Mr, Curran igright. In 1782 lreland adopt- 
éd a national policy of protection to home 
industries, under which her industrial en- 
terprises rapidly prospered and employment 
was afforded for thousands of hor people, 
in the factories established in the country. 
But after the Union, which brought unre- 
stricted reciprocity with England, British 
manufactured goods displaced tliose of Ire- 
land, compelled the closing up of the facto- 
ries of the Jatter, and reduced a large por- 
tion of her population toa condition of pen- 
ury and want, 

**Commodore” Welsh, of Prince Edward 
Is}and followed, and kept tho House in a 
roar for mofe than‘an hour. 

Mr. Cockburn condemned in tho strong- 
est possible mannerthe persistent malign- 
ing of Canada which the Opposition in- 
dulge in. Was it rational, he asked, to 
suypose that the United States would 
care ‘to link themselves with us 
to be dragged down into the gulf of despair 
if Canada were in the pitiful and pitisble 
condition the Opposition represented her 
to be in. Mr. Cockburn insisted that Can 
ada had in the British market all tho mar- 
ket ehe desired, and the statistics he fur- 
nished in support of this contention showcd 
conclusively that he was correct. Mr. Wi- 
man has talked a good deal to the Cana- 
dian farmers about eggs, but,’ said the To- 
ronto representative, “Oanada exports :8 
niany eggs to the Mother Land in six weeks 
as she does to the States in ayoar.’’ In 
closing he furnished some valuable statis- 
tics to show the progress Canada had made 
within the last ten years.

“ment of Canada.” Perhaps the [nTaLLIGENOER 
does not know, and perhaps it does, that we 
bave very much the rame kind of ‘vexatious 
imposta” in Oanada, but they are levied aod 
collested chiefly by the munici authorities 
and not by the Goveroment. ‘This is about all 
the difference. Indeed, it isjast tha question 
if the Canadian is not a good deal more vicious 
ly taxed than his fellow-citizen in the British 
Tales. The former is taxed by the Dominion 
Government, by the Provincial Government 
and by the municipal authorities. while the 
protected ‘‘combines” are let loose by the 
Ottawa Government to prey upon him at 
essure, The British taxpaper kaows when 
pi isdone paying taxesfor the year; it is doubt- 
ful if the jantaxpayers dors—in his care 
it is one Jong oontinued “bleed” from Jaouary 
1 to December SL, Judging from the additions 
that are to be made to our public debt, the 
bleeding" will be increased indefiaitely. 
Before undertaking to discuss public questions, 
the INTELLIGENCER rhould learo something. 


Gur comical contemporary seems to be 
unaware that in many municipalities in 
Canada dogs are untaxed and that no man 
has to pay a tax for the privilege of carry- 
ing a gun in this country, or for a license to 
shoot game, or for many other things for 
which the British ratepayer is obliged to 
pay taxes. It will also oblige us by stating 
how andin what manner the Provincial 
Governments tax the people. In Ontario, 
atleast, there has not as yet been any 
direct tax imposed by the Provincial 
authorities, although, owing to the pro 
digality of our Grit rulers, they may ere 
long find it necessary to resort to direct 
taxation. Again,if combines are **let loose’ 
in Canadas, the Herald will perhaps be good 
enough to tell us what the British authori. 
ties have done to prevent them,andif there 
are not, as we have seen it alleged, great 
“trusts” amongst British manufacturers 
and traders. Lastly, asto the finality of 
tax-paying, the Herald may not be aware 
of the fact, but it is none the less true,that 
whilst.the people of Canada pay taxes only 
to the Dominion Government (indirectly) 
and to the municipal authorities, the Eng- 
lish ratepayer is taxed directly and indiroct- 
ly by the Government, and has to pay taxes 
levied by the municipal authorities and the 
poor law guardians, and that tithes, easter 
offerings and other pet'y and vexatious im- 
posts have also to be paid—imposts which 
are unknown to Canadians generally, in- 
cluding, evidently, our comical contempor- 
ary, which cannot do better than to act up” 
on the advice which, in its ignorance, it 
presumes to tender to the INTELLIGENCER.

How “ Probabilities" are Made, 


Prof. Chas, Carpmae!, the Can sdian “Old 
Probs" lectured recon'ly in Montreal, end 
gave tho following information as to how 


the daily forecasts of the wonthor aro made 
Man, from the earliest tinios,had desired 


to foretell weather, aud from wa ching the 
heavonly bodics, had connecte d the moro 
menta of the same with the evuonts on earth, 
Tho greater number of theas prognostica 
woro fallacious ; bub othera based on obser- 
vations of the clouds abt sunrise, and sun- 
aot, the movements of animals and birds, 
Woro sometimes correct and sometimes 
false,

woather, would be at once struck with the 


intelligont observer watching the 


covnection between weather and wind, 
The air, boing fluid, could only be pushed 
or pulled,—as the sun attracted the moon, 
tho moon attracted the waters, and tho 
moon the air,—but the Luna in so small a 
ratio that he would have to leave it out al- 
together.

of high pressure “anticyclones,” From 
the latter the air was forced outward, 

Prof, Carpmaol here explaincda map on 
which a typical ‘cyclone’ was depicted 
moving across the Continent, showing that 
the barometer foll as the sturm centre ap 
proached, and rose after it passed over. 
If they knew exactly how fast a storm 
was moving they could tell exactly what 
weather would happen at different points. 
Storme, however, sometimes turned asido 
and the prognostics failed, 

The track of a tropical hurricane from 
the Atlantic was next described and the 
weather accompanying such. Predicting 
the weather, according to Chief Signal 
Officer Greely, of Washington, seemed to 
be like diagnosing disease, Some probabil- 
ity officers could never manage it, while 
others did it ata glance. As the prognos- 
tic had to bu made by glancing at the maps, 
they are sometimes in doubt, but had to

“REFORMATION FROM EVIL HABITS,” 
HIS SUBJECT IN CHICAGO, 


Power tn God's Gruce to Overcome the 


| Voree of Moral Gravitation-—low People 


Understand the Gospel That Ie inn 

| Tlenrty Handshake, 
Cnicaao, March The Rev. T, DeWitt 
Talmage, D. D., pastor of the Tabernacle, 


Brooklyn, N. Y., preached here this morning 
| His subject was, “Reformation from Evil 
| Habits,” and bis text, Proverbs xxiil, 65; 

“Whon shall I awako! I will seek it yot 

again.” Ho said 

With an insight into human nature such 
nas no other man ever reached, Solomon, in 


pany text, aketches the montal operations of 
one who, having stepped aside from the path 
of rectitude, desires to return. With a wish 
for something better, he says: “When shall 
IT awake? When shall T come out of this 
| hovrid nightmare of iniquity!’ But seized 
| upon by uneradi ited babit, and forced 
down hill by his passions, ho cries out; “I 
| will seok it yet again, I will try it onco 
|} more,’ 
Our libraries are adorned with an elegant 
literature addressed to young mon, pointing 
out to them all the dangers and perils of life, 
complete maps of the voyage, showing all 
| the rocks, the quicksands, the shoals. But 
suppose a man bas already made shipwreck; 
| suppose he is already off the track, suppose 
ho has already gone astray, how is he to get 
back? That is a field comparatively un- 
touched. I propose to address myself this 
evyoning to stich, There are those in this fau- 
dience who, with every passion of their 
agonized soul, are ready to hear this discus- 
sion. They compare themselves with what 
thoy were ten years ago, and cry out from 
the bondage in which they are incarcerated, 
Now, if thero be any in this house, come 
with an earnest purpose, yet feoling they are 
beyond the pale of Christian sympathy, and 


that the sermon can hardly bo expected to 
address them, then at this moment I give 
thom my right hand and call them brother, 
Look up. There is glorious and triumphant 
hope for you yet. I sound the trumpet of 
gospel deliverance. The church is ready to 
spread a banquet at your return and the 
hiecrarchs of heaven to fall into line of ban- 
nered procession at the news of your emanci- 
pation. So far as God may help me, I pro- 
pose to show what are the obstacles of your 
return, and then how you are to surmount 
those obstacles, 

The first difficulty in the way of your re- 
turn is the force of moral gravitation. Just 
as there is a natural law which brings down 
to the earth anything which you throw into 
the air, so there is a corresponding moral 
gravitation. In other words, it is easier to 
go down than it is to go up; it is easier to do 
wrong than itis to do right, Call to mind 
the comrades of your boyhood days—some of 
them good, some of them bad, Which most 
affected you! Call to mind the anecdotes 
that you have heard in the last five or ten 
years—some of them «ie pure and some of 
them impure, Which the more easily sticks 
to your memory! During the years of your 
life you have formed certain courses of con- 
duct—some of them good, some of them bad. 
To which style of habit did you the more 
easily yield! Ah! my friends, we have to 
take but a moment of self inspection to find 
out that there is in all our souls a force of 
moral gravitation, But that gravitation 
may be resisted. Just as you may pick up 
from the earth something and hold it in your 
hand toward heaven, just so, by the power 
of God's grace, a soul fallen may be lifted 
toward pence, toward pardon, toward heaven. 
Force of moral gravitation in every one of 
us, but power in God's grace to overcome 
that force of moral gravitation, 

The next thing in the way of your returnis 
the power of evil habit, I know there aro 
those who say it is very easy for them to give 
up evil habits, Ido not believe them, Here 
is a man given to intoxication. He knows it 
is disgracing his family, destroying his prop- 
erty, ruining him, body, mind and soul. If 
that man, being an intelligent man, and lov- 
ing‘his family, could easily give up that 
habit; would he not do so? The fact that he 
does not give it up proves it is hard to give it 
up. It is a very easy thing to sail down 
stream, the tide carrying you with great 
force; but suppose you turn the boat up 
stream, is it so easy then to row it! As long 
as wo yield to the evil inclinations in our 
hearts and our bad habits, we are sniling 
down stream; but the moment we try to 
turn, we put our boat in the rapids just above 
Niagara, and try to row upstream. Take a 
man given to the habit of using tobacco, as 
most of you do, and let him resolve to stop, 
and he finds it very difficult. Twenty-one 
years ago I quit that habit, and I would 
as soon dare toe put my right hand in the fire 
as once to indulge in it. Why? it 
was such a terrible struggle to get over it, 
Now, let a man be advised by his physician 
to give up the use of tobaceo, He goes around 
not knowing what to-do with himself, He 
cannot add up a line of figures. He cannot 
Bleep nights if the world had 
turned upside down. He feels his business is

Thave niso to say thot if a man wants to 
return from evil practices society ropulses 
him. Desiring to reform, he says: “Now, 1! 


will shake off my old associates, and T will 
find Christian companionship.” And he ap- 
pears at the chureh door some Sabbath day, 
and the usher greets him with a look as much 
asto say: ‘Why, you here? You are the 
Jast man I ever expected to seo at church! 
Comoe, take this right down by the 
door.” Instead of saying, ‘Good morning; 
Tam glad you are here, Come, I will give 
you a first rate seat, right up by the pulpit.” 
Well, the prodigal, not yot discouraged, en- 
ters a prayer meeting, and some Christian 
man, with more zeal thin common sense, 
says: “Glad to see you; the dying thief was 
saved, and I suppose there is merey for you,” 
The young man, disgusted, chilled, throws 
himself on his dignity, resolved bo will never 
enter into the house of God again. Perhaps 
not quite fully discouraged about reforma- 
tion, he sides up by some highly respectable 
man he used to know, going down the street, 
and immediately the respectable man has an 
errand down some other street, Well, the 
prodigal wishing to return takes some mem- 
ber of a Christian association by the hand, 
or tries to. . The Christian young man looks 
at him, looks at tho faded apparel and tho 
marks of dissipation, instead of giving him a 
warm grip of the hand, offers him the tip 
ends of the long fingers of the left hand, 
which is equal to striking a man in the face! 
Oh! how few Christian people understand 
how much force and gospel there is in a 
good, honest hand shaking. Sometimes, 
when you have felt the need of encourage- 
ment, and some Christian man has taken 
you heartily by the hand, have you not felt 
thrilling through every fiber of your body, 
mind and soul an encouragement that was 
just what you needed? You do not know 
anything at all about this unless you know 
when a man tries to return from evil courses 
of conduct he runs against repulsions innu- 
merable. We say of some man, be livesa block 
or two from the chureb, or half a mile from 
the church, There are people in our crowded 
cities who live 1,000 miles from church. Vast 
deserts of indifference between them and the 
house of God. The fact is we must keep our 
respectability, though thousands and tens of 
thousands perish. Christ sat with publicans 
and sinners. But if theré came to the house 
of God a man with rarks of dissipation upon 
him people almost threw up their hands in 
horror, as much as to say: ‘Isn't it shock- 
ing? How these dainty, fastidious Chris- 
tinns in all our churches are going to getinto 
heaven I don’t know, unless they have an es- 
pecial train of cars, cushioned and uphol- 
stered, each one a car to himself. They can- 
not go with the great horde of publicans and 
sinners. Oh! ye who curl your lip of scorn 
at the fallen, I tell you plainly, if you had 
been surrounded by the same influences, in- 
stead of sitting today amid the cultured, 
and the refined, and the Christian, you would 
have been a crouching wretch in stable or 
ditch, covered with filth and abomination. 
It is not because you are naturally any bet- 
ter, but because the mercy of God has pro- 
tected you. Who are you, that, brought up 
in Christian circles and watched by Christian 
parentage, you should be so hard on the 
fallen!

Thero was a lively incident when Lon, 
Peter Mitchell, before the ordera of the 
day were called, rose to call attention to a 
matter which is occupying considerable 
space in the public press. Ue roferrod to 
that clause in tho act of 1879 by which pro- 
vision is made that whonover any or all of 
the articles therein montioned wore author- 
ized by the United States to be imported 
free, the Government of Canada may also 
place such articlos on tho free list for im 
portatation into the Dominion, A num- 
ber of articles hayo recently been placed 
on the United States free list, but no re- 
ciprocal action had been taken by our 
Government. He wished to know whethor 
any and what correspondence had taken 
place between the two Governments, aud 
whether the Canadian Government had 
taken any steps to moet the just claims of 
the States. The American Government 
had good ground to find fault with Canada 
for repudiation of the offer madein the 
statute reforred to. 

Sir John said no application had been 
made by the United States Government. 

Mr. Mitchell wanted to know why, ovon 
without application, the Government had 
not fulfilled its pledges instead of ropudi- 
ating thom. ‘The Government had been 
guilty of grows breach of faith, 

Sir John denied most omphatically that 
there had been any breach of faith, and 
asked the protection of the House ayainst 
the unparliamentary language of Mr. 
Mi'chell. 

Mr. Mitchell again rose and very oxcited- 
ly repeated his assertion that there had 
been a breach of falth. 

Ho was called to order and the Speaker 
explained that there being no motion be- 
fore the House he was violating the rules 
in going on to make # speech.
